Lisbon, Fune it. Lat Thurfday being the Birth-day 
ot the Prince of Brazil, there was a very aumerous and 
fplendid Court. The next Day his Majefty had another 
Fit of his Malady, which could not have been very bad, 
fince he propofesto aflid, the Day. after To-morrow, at 
the Proceffion of the Holy Sacrament. It is, however, 
very evident, that thelerepeated Fits of fo violent a Dif- 
eafe, weaken him exceflively ; and we do not fo much 
confider him as a living Prince, as regret our own and 
his Misfortune, that fo good a King fhou'd be fo long 
ftruggling with Death. 

Bologna, Fune 26, The Senate has received an Ex- 
prefs trom the Auftrian Camp, with Advice, that the 
Troops begin to be in Motion. We learn alfo the Pied- 
montefe Artillery that was at Placentia, is about to march 
towards Turin, and that the two Regiments of Savoy, 
the one of Horfe, and the other of Foot, and the Queen’s 
Regiment of Dragoons are fhortly to follow it. As to 
the Spanith Troops commanded by the Duke of Modena, 
we now know with Certainty, that rheir Infantry con- 
fits of between 13 and 14,000 Men, and that the Mi- 
quelets, which were reduced to about 400, are again 
grown up to about 1000, by the Return of thofe who 
were in the Auftrian Service to the Spanifh Colours; 
the Cavalry is ftill but weak. Their Tents are all finith’d, 
and. feveral. Officers of their Artillery have been detach’d 
10 Orbitello, with Orders, as ‘tis faid, to bring the 
Tiaia from thence, The Duke of Modena takes abun- 
dance of Pains to make himfelf beloved. They are at 
prefeat employed io forming a Guard for him, which is 
to be com pofed of 890 Foot and 200 Horfe. There ar- 
rive datly many of his Subjects in the Camp, who ferve 
to recrait the Spanim Army. Count Pierronni, che 
Queen of Hangary’s Conful at Ancona, who was arrefted 
not long ago on the other Side of Fano, has been con- 
ducted to the Convent of Francifcans at Rimini, where 
he is very ftri€tly guatded. As he was born a Subject 
of Spain, his Proceh has been maile, and fent to Madrid ; 
but as to the Couotels bis Spoufe, afrer being ftrictly 
examined by che Count de Gages, fhe was fet at Liberty, 
and condudted by ag Officer back again to Ancona, with 
all the Refpecét cue to her Quality. 

Limtz, Fuly 2. Count O’Donnel, preceded by eight 
Poftillions, arrived here To-day, with the Confirmation 
ot the Vidtery gained over the French by the Allies ac 
Dettingen, which has occafioned great Joy here. Her 
Majcfty bas ordered the two Brothers Counts Lafcbanski, 
born Subjects of Bohemia, who were taken at Fried- 
berg, to be carried Prifoners to Buda. The Queen fets 
out To-morrow in the Alfrernoon tor Vienna. 

Franckfort, Fuly 11. The Elector of Cologne arrived 
here Yelterday in the Afternooon ; and, it is faid, the 

leétor of Mentz, is alfo expected here this Week. Prince 
Wiliam of Hefle-Caflel remains ftill in this City, and 
they fay that a Congrefs wi'l be very fhortly held here, 
tor re-eftablifhing the Peace of Germany. Yefterday 
our Magiftrares fent the ufual Prefents to M. Noailles, 
who the fame Day came hither, to pay bis Compliments 
to the Emprefs on her Name-day. We are aflured that 
M. Broglio, and Count Maurice of Saxony, will alfo come 
hither {pecdily, and fome do not ftick to fay, that they 
are already here, but incognito. The Emperor appears 
to be a good deal out of Humour at the French having 
deftroyed the fine Bridge at Donawert in their Retreat. 
The two Armies are at prefeat quiet in their Camps, 
but it is thought they will not continue long fo; in the 
mean time Forage is growo to an extravagant Price. The 
Count de Rodelheim bas given Orders for furnithing his 
Caftle near Hochit for the Réception of his Britannick 
Majefty. Ic is this Morning reported, that the Allies had 
given Directions for throwing @ Bridge over the Rhine, 
a litle below Mentz, but with what View is not as yet 
known.
